TUB LITTLE BAILROAD. 


During the year 1883, considerably over a 


billion cards wore turned out and tent over 
the country. For each thousand of these lit- 
tle missive* tho government pays fifty-four 
cents, and for them it receive* the (urn of f 10. 
In tho little ravine are five buildings. The 
factory whore tho postals are mode is a long 
one story structure, about three times a* long 
a* It Is wide. In this building all tho card* 
are printed and cut from the sheets, counted 
by machinery, put up In packages of twenty- 
five onch and packed In pasteboard boxes 
ready for shipment. A large fire proof vault, 
l 'lilt expressly and holding 20,000,000 cards, 
. Mob a re always kept In reserve, is located 
iu this building. In the south room!* the 
government office, where is located tho chief 
clerk and nine assistant*, who aro kept con- 
stantly busy recording the requisitions from 
postmasters aud tho time of filling them. 


The machinery used In making the postal 


card* is the usual kind of paper making ma- 
chinery, and there aro kept constantly in 
motion three washing engines, four beaters 
and two let* of rollers, One set is used en- 
tirely for postal card work, and one for the 
finer grade of book paper work for tho gov- 
rnment. Each day from four to seven ton* 
f rag* are used, besides a large- quantity of 
wood pulp. The postal cards are made al- 
nost entirely from rags. The rags are car- 
led from Costleton on the smallest railroad 
in the United States. It I* a little single 
rack road connecting with the Hudson River 
Rilroad, and It runs around tho hills to the 
mill. One locomotive, ono passenger car and 
a postal car constitute the equipment of the 
ninlature road. The car* aro but little larger 
ban street cars. No operators or station 
gents aro required to manage Its affair*, 
nd no fares are charged passenger* or 
relght rates collected. The little train starts 
rom Castleton, or the mills, whenever there 
re shipment* or passengers to go, and re- 
urns when any one In authority give* the 
word. It Is only a half mils from Castleton 
o the mills, bul nearly all the operatives 
ide, as they do not core to walk where they 
>ave a special train at their disposal. 


rnou HAO8 TO CARDS. 


This little train of car* carries away dally 


'rom the works two car loads of printed 
postal cards, all of which are brought to this 
city and thence distributed, according to the 
lestlnatlon marked upon them, all over the 
country, in every postofflce over which Un- 
cle Sam ha* jurisdiction. To load a cor re- 
quires between 8,000,000 and 3,000,000 of the 
Ittle cards, according to how they are pack- 
ed. Three million cards make a large load, 
as a box containing 2fi,000 cards weighs 162 
wunds. A thousand cards weigh about 6}^ 
xmnds, or, to be more exact, 1,000,000 cardi 
•eigh 6,225 pounds. 
Climbing up the hill to the largest building 


one can easily follow the process by which 
rastal card i are mode. In a back room of 
ho bulldinn can be seen a dozen girls whone 
sole duty is to sort the rags that come in 
'rom tho collectors. The girls cut off all 
button* and buckles on discarded garments 
and sort tho rags Into plio* according to 
quality. The sorted rags are put Into bugo 
chopping machines, which cut them into 
«mall plocos, It than whiffs them Into a dust 
machine, whero they are shaken and cleaned. 
From this point they pass through a succes- 
sion of baths in chloride of lime and various 
other bleaching and cleansing chemicals, 
with occasional visit* to vat* and trips 
through rollers with sharp knives on them. 


After passing through the different pro- 


cesses tbo rugs come out in A One white pulp 
as thin as flour paste. This Is shaken over 
wire to got the water out, and 1* then put 
through a scoro or more of rollers and a glue 
bath, after which it U rolled out Into postal 
card paper, At the end of the long rolls that 
liave been squeezing tbo paper down and put- 
ting the gloss on It, aro tho knives used for 
cutting, and the long sheet passing through 
It Is either cut Into *hoot* four postal cardi 
wide to be put Into the huge automatic presses 
or Into sheet* 2 U30X Inches. In the big room 
of the postal card mill ore about a dozen men 
and two dozen women, four large presses, 
four cutters and on* extra large cutter. The 
sheet* are taken to tho press, where they are 
given the feeders, who on the Campbell 
presses feed forty-one sheet* a minute, or 
1,700 postal card*, The cards are printed 
from steel plates so hard that a file could not 
make an Impression On them. Bach one It 
printed from a separate plate, and eighty 
plntw or* locked In th* bed of the prea*. All 
the plate* are lent from Washington, andont 
•ct of plate* In continual use last* about two 
years, The feeder* are women of experience, 
and thoy receive forty-one and » half centi 
for feeding 100,000 cards, and can feed about 
600,000 a day. 


The sheet* are next taken to the cutters, 


from which they are turned out in single 
cards. Three girl* take the card* of each 
feeder. One count* twenty-five In each pack 
ago, and the other two put ou the paper 
binder*. After they leave this room they are 
put up in package*, counted out in packages 
of twenty and put into the pasteboard boxes, 
which by contract must be muslin bound. 
Five girl* put the muslin binding on the 
boxes, receiving for the work fifteen cent* 
per 100 bor.es. Th* box** when filled ore put 
Into case* ready for shipment. Mo order for 
lest than BOO cards 1* filled. Order* for 10,- 
000 or more are packed la wooden case*, th* 
largest *lnglo eatv holding 35,000 card*. 


A new machine has recently been put in to 


work on postal card* that will increase the 
rat* of printing them and decrease the num- 
ber of employes. Two of the machines ore 
now In operation. They print from continu- 
ous rolls at the rat* of 800 per minute. A 
wt of knives cut* them off and they drop Into 
little cells; a set of steel flnger* turn the 
package over. After each twenty-five cards 
have dropped Into a cell, the finger* twine a 
band about tbo package nnd carry It back to 
th* pocking room, where the girl* put them 
Into boxes.— Albany (M; Y.) Cor. St. Lonl*

STEANOEB THAR FICTION, 


Among all tho numerous truths "stranger 


than fiction" that the study of natural sci- 
ence has revealed, there are few more Inter- 
esting and instructive than those relating to 
the phenomena of dew and frost. 


The late Professor J. Dorman Bl«ele, in his 


excellent work,' 'Fourteen Weeks in Physics," 
says: "Dew was anciently thought; to possess 
many wonderful propertiea Baths In this 
precious liquid were said to conduce greatly 
to beauty. It was collected for this purpose, 
and for the use of the alchemists hi their 
weird experiments, by spreading fleeces of 
wool upon the ground. Laurens, a philoso- 
pher of the middle ages, claimed that dew 
was ethereal, so that if we should fill a lark's 
egg with it and lay it out in the sun, imme- 
diately on the rising of that luminary, the 
egg would fly off into the air I This experi- 
ment is best performed with a goose's egg." 


There is considerable misapprehension 


among the general public concerning the na- 
ture and origin cf dew and frost, it being 
commonly suppoiied by the great majority of 
people that dew actually falls from the sky, 
and how frequently do we hear the ex- 
pression "the dew is falling fast" The fact 
is, dew never falls, but is formed on the sur- 
faco of the earth, and always at the identical 
place where it is seen by the observer. Dew 
is simply the moisture of the air condensed t% 
coming in contact with objects upon the 
ground that ore colder than itself. The earth, 
heated during the day by tho sun's rays, at 
night cools off and radiates a considerable 
portion of its heat into space. All bodies, left 
to themselves, will gradually become cool if 
previously heated. This is termed in natural 
philosophy, radiation, and it may be easily 
demonstrated by experiment. Take an iron 
ball for instance, heat it to incandescence or 
until it becomes "red hot," and then suspend 
it by a wire. In a little while it will part 
with all its heat, and feel quite cold to the 
touch. Tho heat has been thrown off, as it 
were, or radiated, and not carried away by 
the surrounding air, for precisely the same 
fleet will be produced, if this experiment be 
lerfected in a vacuum. Our earth is cou- 
tantly radiating its heat, like the imaginary 
ball, in oil directions, and at night becomes 
so cool that the invisible vapor res-ing 
upon its surface is condensed into water 
and deposited as "dew." The temperature at 
which this takes place Is called the "dew 
joint," as indicated by an accurate and reli 
iblo thermometer. 
But this point is by no 


means constant or invariable, since dew is de 
josited only when the ah* is saturated with 
vapor, and the amount of moisture required 
to saturate air of high temperature is much 
greater than for air ct low temperature. 


LtKB THE "BWBATINQ" PITCHED, 


All bodies have not the same capacity for 


radiating heat, but some cool much more rap- 
dly than others. Hence, with the some ex 
posure, some bodies will be covered densely 
with dew, while others will remain perfectly 
dry. Dark objects have more dew deposited 
ipon them than light ones, because they are 
setter radiators, and, therefore, part with a 
arger amount of heat. This fact may also 
x demonstrated by placing a black woolen 
cloth and a white linen or cotton one upon 
the ground over night. Gross, the leaves of 
;rees, wood, etc., radiate heat very freely, 
but polished metals, smooth stones and cotton 
iloth part with their heat mare slowly, so 
that the former of these substances will be 
completely drenched with dew, while the lat- 
cer, in the same situation, will bo compare 
lively dry. 


The amount of dew formed on any night is 


greatly influenced by the condition of the at- 
mosphoro. More dew is formed on clear even- 
ings than when the sky is obscured by clouds, 
because they act as a shield, and reflect bai'k 
the heat radiated by the earth into space, be- 
sides furnishing that received by them dur- 
ing the day, which prevents the earth from 
cooling off enough to produce a large deposit 
of dew. But when the sky is free from clou.is 
the earth radiates a lorgur amount of heat, 
as there is nothing to intercept that throw n 
off from its surface. This is the reason why 
we always have colder nights when no clouds 
obscure the sky. 


The formation of dew is prevented by a 


strong breeze, which removes the layers of 
moisture resting upon the ground beCore they 
have time to cool down to the "dew point.' 
A alight breeze, however, is favorable to the 
production of dew, as it replaces the layer of 
air from which water bos been deposited by 
another containing more moisture. No dew 
may ever be expected when the sky is ob- 
scured by clouds, or when there Is a strong 
wind. 


The moisture that appears upon the outside 


of a pitcher when it contains very cold water 
Is nothing but dew, and is produced by the 
same cause explained above. This dampn 
frequently observed upon a cold pitcher, 
even during tha hottest weather in summer, 
is commonly referred to by saying "the 
Ditcher is sweating;" and in this simple illus- 
ration we are permitted to recognize before 
our eyes, on a small seals, the same interest 
ing process of dew formation that takes place 
over the surface of the great earth. Dow is 
alluded to in tha writings of many anoienl 
philosophers, and the Bible contains a quaint 
Mssoge in regard to Gideon's Beece. (See 
fudges vi. 87-40.1—A. K. Bartlett in Detroit 
Free Press.

It was necessary to 
nake two trips, and the bold sailors of the 
x>rd Gough took half the suffering men and 
toiled through the. w^)d waters to their own 
hip, and returned as soon as possible for the 
others. 


When all were safe on the steamer Capt, 
lughos Oiked the schooner's master, Capt. 
Jeorge W. Pendleton, why he had lowered 
he distress Mag.

"We saw that you were preparing to make

A Moorish Cup of Ten. 


When a party of guests enter the house or 


-he tent of a rich Moor one of tho near rola- 
ilves of the host is charged with the duty of 
making tea. He squats in one corner, hav- 
ing on either side of him a large server or 
Jatter. Upon one of these servers is a num- 
>er cf cups, and upon the other a sugar bowl, 
a box of tea, a pile of fragrant menthe 
eaves, a copper apparatus for heating wa- 
«r an<i a tea urn. The teamaker sets the 
water u> boiling with a little fuel, and then 
pours tha boiling water into his tea urn, 
quickly adding to it some tea and some sugar, 
and allows the compound to steep a few mo- 
ments. Then he pours out a cup of the tea 
and tastes it, smacks his lips, sniffs the odoi 
of the liquid, aud draws a deep breath—all 
with an air which says, "I am going to get 
this tea just right." 


The chances are that he does not find the 


compound to his taste at the first attempt, 
for he pours the tea in his cup back into tht 
tea urn, adds a little sugar or a little tea, and 
pours out another cup for a second test. This 
process goes on, the teamaker tasting his tea 
and pouring it back again, until he gets it 
just to his mind. Then the guests are called, 
and if any one of them does not finish his 
cup, he is expected to pour it back into the 
urn, for it is the custom In Morocco to take 
three cups in succession, and the tea making 
has to be begun over again. The Brst of the 
three cups offered is plain tea with sugar, 
and the two succeeding cups arc perfumed 
with menthe or vervine. In preparing these 
successive kinds of tea, the cups go back tx 
the teamaker, and change hands at the next 
serving without any washing.—Montreal 
Star.

INDUSTRIAL VILLAGES. 


Efforts to Be-ettabUsh These Much Need- 


ed Communities In England. 


The society for promoting the growth of 


industrial villages has set before itself an ob- 
ject with which it is impossible not to sympa- 
thize. The aggregation of men in towns and 
cities has been historically the condition of 
some of the greatest and proudest achieve- 
ments which human society can boast. But 
although urban life has its advantages, and 
is in its measure essential to the corporate 
well being, it bos its disadvantages also, and 
very grievous these disadvantages are. The 
benefits ore obvious. 


It needs no comprehensive survey or elabo- 


rate statistics to prove that the near neigh- 
borhood of a town enables Its denizens to co- 
operate for their mutual advantage in a way 
quite impossible to the dwellers in rural dis- 
tricts. This is obvious to the most casual ob- 
servation, and it has been so clearly seen by 
Englishmen within the last half century that 
a perfect rush bos set in of the rural popula- 
tion into towns, with the result that, while 
these latter have grown with unexampled ra- 
pidity and attained unprecedented propor- 
tions, many country districts have been al- 
most denuded of inhabitants, and villages, 
with their domestic industries and Institu- 
tions, have perished in the shadow of colossal 
neighbors. 


This wholesale obliteration of the village 


type has undoubtedly involved a serious loss 
to the community, perhaps even a national 
loss. At any rate the sentiment cannot be 
mistaken which has led Sir George Campbell 
and his associates to cost about for the means 
of restoring the deserted village, and recall- 
ing public attention to the possibilities of 
benefit to town and country alike in the pro- 
vision of an outlet within our own borders 
for that most miserable and most dangerous 
of all social growths—a surplus town popu- 
lation. 


Tha diffusion of sound views, and still more 


the establishment of sound practice, in such a 
matter must be a work of time, and it may 
well be that the formulated programme of 
the society will be subject to considerable 
modification in the light of experience, but 
we are glad to learn that they have met with 
some measure of encouragement. 


Among the instances which are mentioned 


the following is peculiarly satisfactory: A 
West End firm of bootmakers has for some 
time past given to any of their older bauds 
the privilege of living in the country, and 
having boxes of materials s.ent to them peri- 
odically, which they return filled with the 
manufactured article. Tho firm pay London 
wages and tha men pay the carriage of the 
goods, reaping the benefit of lower rents, 
fresh air and healthy surroundings of then- 
rural cottage lute.—London Lancet.

On our arriral at the Crystal Spring ranch 


ny friend P., of New York, and myulf, 
learned that deer were plentiful In the moun- 
tains to the eoit of the ranch, consequently 
we determined to try our luck on the follow- 
ing day, the Messrs. T., the proprietor! of the 
ranch, agreeing to accompany us, 


"The eearchlng eye of heaven" wai just fir- 


Ing "the proud topi of the eoiterc pine*" a* 
we tat out, each mounted on a itout little 
broncho and armed with a good rifle and a 
large hunting knife. 
We were also provided 


with lunches, In order to enable u» to be ab- 
sent the whole day If necessary, 


After fording the river several times, which 


runt through the ranch in a winding course. 
wo crossed a comparatively level expanse ol 
grassy land well Irrigated by a system of 
ditches, and before long commenced to ascend 
tho foothills of the mountains. The keen, 
bracing mountain air, so different from thai 
of the "effete" east, seemed to inspire us with 
fresh energy and spirits, as In single file we 
trotted briskly along the trail, 


THB BXADTirVL ANTBLOP& 


On reaching tho summit of a rather steep 


hill we saw a group of antelope quietly gnus- 
Ing In the bottom of a broad valley about a 
quarter of a mile from us, P. and mysell 
dismounted and attempted to got nearer to 
them, but they soon spied us and made off 
with such speed that "they seemed in run- 
ning to devour the way." We sent a couple 
of flying shots after them, but to no effect 
These animals are very shy, and as they ore 
usually found in the open country, it is very 
difficult to get within range of them. Their 


I curiosity, however, la cosily excited, as they 
are as inquisitive as Mother Eve, and this fact 
Is often taken advantage of by hunters, who, 
by lying flat on the ground and gently wav- 
ing a handkerchief or some other conspicu- 
ous object, can often entice them within 
< ' ootlng range. They are beautifully formed 
' 'utures, about the size of a sucking calf, 
luelr coats being of a fawn color and their 
toils white and busby. Their heads are shape- 
ly, and in the cose of tho bucks ore surmount- 
ed by a pair of slender pointed horns, bence 
their namo of the prong horned antelope. 
Tholr eyes ere of exquisite beauty, being 
large, dark and languid looking, and hence 
have often served as images to poets. 


We again mounted and rode on for several 


miles, vrlien tho nature of 'ho country altered 
as wo approached tho highest part of the 
range, being composed of high hills covered 
with pine trees and separated by deep "draws'' 
with precipitous banks. In some places they 
looked almost perpendicular, and it seemed 
almost an impossibility to descend them, but 
tho sure footed littlo bronchos, now cautious- 
ly picking out tho spots affording the best 
footing, again putting their feet together anc1 
allowing themselves to slide, would carry us 
safely to the bottom. Occasionally, on reach 
Ing a particularly bad place, we would dl» 
mouut and lead our animals, and, on one oc- 
casion, no wore surprised to see one of our 
companions glvo his horse a shove and allow 
him to partly roll and partly slide down the 
bank, while he himself followed leisurely on 
foot, the broncho recovering his feet and pa 
tiently waiting for his rider at the foot of the 
hill. 


We now determined to divide our party 


having first agreed upon a place of meeting, 
R, and myself taking one "draw" and our 
companions riding some distance further "to 
work" another.

After drawing lots for first shot, the choice 


falling to R., we rode slowly along the sido 
of the draw, keeping our eyes wide open foi 
deer, We rode on for several miles when, tt 
our delight, a baud of seven bucks appeared 
on the divide opposite to us, who, on catch 
ing sight of us, suddenly stopped, throw U| 
their ontlered heads and sniffed the air, form 
Ing a picture that woald cause any hunts 
man's heart to beat mor» rapidly. Wo bastl 
ly dismounted and opened fire upon thorn 
but seemingly to no effect, as they dlsap 
poarcd Into tho next draw. Tho failure ol 
my shot was probably due to "buck fever;' 
but this could not have been the case with 
R., who had killed numbers of them before 


Leaving our horsos, we followed them 01 


foot as fast as the nature of the ground wouli 
permit, and on reaching the top of the divldi 
we noticed that the next draw was walled li 
on tho opposite side by a steep bluff, render 
ing escape In this direction impossible, am. 
tho deer had halted in the bottom, uncertali 
which way to run. We again fired and evi 
dontly hod both aimed at tho same animal 
as the largest one of the group fell to thi 
ground. Tho echo of our shots from the op 
poslto bluff seemed still further to confuM 
tho rest, and they hesitated long enough t< 
enable ua to get several more shots at them 
and three more bowed their proud, antlerei 
heads and bit the dust. The other three thei 
started up the draw with lightning speed am 
wore soon beyond range. Wo were high I * 
elated, however, at killing four out of tht 
seven i the thrill of satisfaction and delight 
which passes through a man's breast as hi 
sees one of these noble creatures fall beneath 
bis well directed shot needs to be felt to bt 
fully appreciated, 


We had each killed two, although wo could 


not determine with certainty who had nhot 
the largo buck, as there were three shots in 
him, any of which would have proved fata) 
Ho was indeed a beauty, as large as a year 
ling steer, sleek and fac, with a magniflcent 
head, finely shaped and adorned with a pall 
of large, spreading antlers which we were 
very careful to preserve with a view to hav 
Ing It mounted on our return to civilization, 
and hung at tho head ol tho ancestral boll 
amid other trophies of the chaw. We now 
whipped out our knives and proceeded to re- 
lieve him of his hide and to out oft the most 
edible portions, viz. : the hams, which we tied 
behind our saddles. The rest we <.rere 
obliged to loavo upon the ground as we were 
a long distance from the ranch and could not
